TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
We Can't Afford To Ignore 
The Population Explosion 


Gov. E d m u n d G. Brown has an­ 
nounced that California has passed New 
York State and become the No. 1 state 
in the nation. The fact that the I .S. Cen­ 
sus Bureau disputes the figures, has 
nothing to do with the case. 


It is easy for us to either accept or 
reject this new fact of life as just an­ 
other statistic, something for the statis­ 
ticians to worry7 about, certainly nothing 
that would affect us. 
But we can’t afford to do it. 
California’s growth is Marin's growth 
too. We are just getting started on our 
population explosion. Here’s a little 
local statistic you might have missed: 


Construction was s t a r t e d on 
more new homes in the F I R S T 
NINE MONTHS of 1962 than in 
ANY FULL YEAR in Marin Coun­ 
ty's history. 


Does that bring the problem close 
enough home0 We aren't sitting outside 
this explosion looking in, we’re in the 
middle of it. 
The time has passed when we can go 
along in the same old routines, making 
our plans in the same leisurely fashion, 
thinking of Mann County with on l y 
80,000 or 90,000 people in it. 
The pressures of this growth is only 
beginning to be felt, mostly at present 


by the planning commissioners, county 
supervisors, city councilmen and, of 
course, school officials. 
But the pressures are beginning to 
build up on our highways, our c i t y 
streets, our recreational facilities, our 
shopping facilities. 
Happily, Marin County has been 
ahead of the pack in its planning. Now 
comes its greatest test. 
As conflicts arise, will we r e s i s t 
change until it comes onto us in an ex­ 
plosion wrecking preliminary planning? 
Or will we be able to give here and ad­ 
just there, keeping in mind our major 
objective and unalterable goal of keep­ 
ing Marin the most beautiful, most liv­ 
able county in the state or nation? 
We have seen communities s t a n d 
“ firm” against change, determined that 
nothing will alter the status quo. It is a 
temporary position. When it is washed 
away in a flood of people, there is noth­ 
ing left, no guidelines, no basic goals. 
The resulting chaos is terrible to behold. 
It’s not important to Marin whether 
California has as yet become the na­ 
tion's greatest state or whether it will 
so become later this month. 
It is important that we know we must 
grow and that we direct, maneuver, 
mould and shape that growth so we 
don't wind up looking like the Penin­ 
sula.

SACRAMENTO ( CNS) — 
Among positions Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown will be called 
upon to fill during the next 
fewf weeks will be that of ad­ 
ministrator of the Health and 
Welfare Agency, one of the 
so-called “super-departments” 
created by the legislature as 
a step in streamlining state 
government. 
Understandably, Governor 
Brown will have his regrets 
about filling this position. He 
had some hopes that the pres­ 
ent administrator, Samuel. 
Leask. Jr., would remain on 
the job during his new term. 
HOWEVER, LEASK, for­ 
mer Los Angeles administra­ 
tor, took the post with the 
understanding he w o u l d 
serve only until the end of 
the present term. He is leav­ 
ing to attend to his private 
business, which includes the 
retail department store field 
in Santa Cruz, where his fam­ 
ily has been in business for 
many years, 
Although he plans to spend 
most of his time with his 
own business affairs, Leask 
will not wholly remove him­ 
self from civic activity. 
HE HAS ASSUMED chair­ 
manship of an organization 
known as Calif oral,a. Citizens 
for Better Libraries, in Los 
Angeles, which has as its ob­ 
jective the improvement of 
the library system in this 
state. 
Its work will, be concerned, 
with a long-range program to 
this end, on the theory that 
today, the democracy, more 
than ever, depends on its 
preservation from an edu­ 
cated and well-informed pub­ 
lic. 
Le ask’s activities as admin­ 
istrator of the Health and 
Welfare Agency during the 
short time he has acted in 
this capacity have done more 
than any other one thing to 
emphasize the need for gov­ 


ernment streamlining and for 
more activity on the part of 
the top administrators in co­ 
ordinating the affairs of vari­ 
ous departments. 
IN LEAVING the agency, 
Leask called attention to 
what he termed, the “need to 
develop a co-ordinated ap­ 
proach to community services 
for troubled people.” 
He said: 
“In my opinion there is far 
too much fragmentation of 
services for people at the 
community level. State and 
local government and private 
agencies have tended to de­ 
velop highly specialized serv­ 
ices, many of them through 
small,, organizational units. 
There is far too little co-ordi­ 
nation of the efforts of these 
units. 
“Most of them are inade­ 
quately staffed to concern 
them with the total needs of 
an individual and in some of 
the larger communities, it is 
difficult to keep people in­ 
formed of the services avail­ 
able.” 
HE POINTED OUT when 
this occurs, people in need of 
services suffer, and the dol­ 
lar buys less service. He 
recommended a community 
co-ordinating effort to assure 
an effective complement of 
service, with a. community 
plan to identify problem.,s and 
follow-through to see t h a t 
needed services are given. 
“There is no easy solution,” 
he declared, “but I am con­ 
vinced there is great potential 
for more effective service at, 
substantial savings,’ ’ 
Thus, improvement of the 
welfare service in California 
lies ahead, but the g r o u n d 
work has been accomplished 
with the suggestions left by 
Sam Leask.

Fabulous Old Men Lead N.Y. 
Giants To Another Pennant 


The New York Giants’ “fab­ 
ulous old men” are Eastern 
division champions of the Na­ 
tional Football League for the 
second 
straight 
season 
and 
they’re confident “this time 
it’ll be different.” 
The Giants made the N. F. L. 
playoff for the 13th time yes­ 
terday when they edged the 
Chicago 
Bears, 
26-24 
in 
a 
fiercely-fought 
g a m e 
high­ 
lighted by fisticuffs, four field 
goals bv Don Chandler, and 
the brilliant 
defensive play 
that has become New York's 
trademark. 
Few at the start of this sea­ 
son ever figured that the Gi­ 
ants would win it, much less 
beat the Packers into the title 
playoff. With 10 key players 
whose pro experience totaled 
nearly 100 years, the word was 
out that the Giants were “gat- 
ting old.” 


KEEP LEAD 


But they fooled a lot of peo­ 
ple by winning for the fifth 
time in the past seven seasons 
with much of the same per­ 
sonnel. And the mighty Pack­ 
ers probably will have to bat-! 
tie to the last Sunday of the 
season, exactly reversing last 
season’s order of clinching. 
The Packers clung to their 
one-game lead in the western 
division by trouncing the Los 
Angeles Rams, 41-10, while the 
second-place Detroit Lions kept 
pace with a 21-14 rallying vic­ 
tory over the Baltimore Colts.

Do you have a bov in col­ 
lege? 
Expensive, 
isn’t 
he? 
Would you like to have the 
cost of his education reduced? 
If so, you’ll be interested in 
this letter: 
“ I can tell you how to cut 
college costs by at least 25% ,” 
a retired college dean writes. 
‘‘I was on the staff of a state 
college for many years. While 
there I devised a plan to re­ 
duce costs without hurting the 
educational programs one iota. 
Here it is. 
“College 
p r o fessors teach 
only eight to 10 hours a week. 
This is approximately half-time 
employment. 
H i g h 
school 
teachers, 
in 
contrast, 
teach 
about 25 hours each week. The 
light college teaching load is 
established to give professors 
the time needed for research 
work. 
They are supposed to 
spend their non-teaching hours 
experimenting, 
studying 
and 
writ ing. 
“But 
do 
they? 
No. 
Only 
about one professor in four did 
at my college, and it was an 
outstanding school. The feath­ 
erbedding of faculty members 
at most institutions of higher 
learning is even worse than 
the featherbedding of railroad 
workers. 


“I suggest that colleges set 
up examining boards to re­ 
view' the work of the profess­ 
ors. The boards can easily spot 
those who are loafing. 
Then 
they should assign full teach­ 
ing loads to them. 
The pro­ 
ductive professors should con­ 
tinue with their present light 
teaching assignments. This w ay 
college faculties could be re­ 
duced greatly. Costs could be 
cut amazingly. No harm would 
be done to education.” 
I print this man’s letter with­ 
out comment. 
What do you 
think of it? 
Will you write, 
telling me? Tm especially anx­ 
ious to hear from parents of 
college students, and from col­ 
lege professors. My address Is 
in care of this paper. Thank 
you, friends.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Now Legislation Needed To 
End Multi-Numbered Roads 


One of the rewards newspapermen re­ 
ceive is getting something done. 
For years in this space we have been 
criticizing the multiple numbering sys­ 
tem used in California for its highways. 
Not only do highways have a whole 
flock of numbers posted for motorists to 
decipher, but there is another duplica­ 
tion in the numbering for state sign 
routes and state legislative numbers. 
Thus when the state says it is going 
to improve Highway 1, it doesn’t mean 
the Shoreline Highway, that’s S i g n 
Route 1; it means the Redwood High­ 
way, Sign Route 101. which is Route 1 
on the legislative books. Don't ask us 
why. 
In any event, last week the Division of 


Highways presented to the Senate In­ 
terim Committee on Transportation a 
new plan whereby each road and high­ 
way will have just one number. 


With a loud cheer we say, That's the 
old spirit! And high time too. 


We're glad the division has completed 
its study and has found, as w e’ve been 
saying for years, that the present sys­ 
tem is inefficient, confusing and sense­ 
less. 


N o w let's hope that Sen. Randolph 
Collier’s committee follows through on 
the highway division's report and intro­ 
duces proper legislation next January to 
bring an end to the multiple numbered 
mess. 


There's A Job Needing Doing 


All of you probably have received a 
letter containing your TB Christmas 
Seals. This is the 30th year that these 
seals have been offered to Marin resi­ 
dents by Marin Tuberculosis and Health 
Association. It is the 56th year they have 
been available nationally. 
Great strides have been made in those 
years in the fight against TB. But there 
is still much to be done. 
There are 188 TB victims in Marin 
County right now under supervision of 
the County Health Department. Up to 
Dec. 1 this year, 26 new cases have been 
recorded. And TB continues to be the 
greatest killer of all the chronic infec­ 
tious diseases, topping polio, meningitis 
and influenza combined. 
So you see, there’s a job needing do­ 
ing. What are we doing about it? 
Last year letters and seals were sent 
to 42,386 persons in the county; last 


year you contributed $34.135. This year, 
44,077 letters have been sent out. The 
hope is that last year's total will be 
eclipsed. 
What happens to the money? 
Approximately 85 per cent of it stays 
in the county to carry on the free mini­ 
film X-ray program; to help detect un­ 
known cases and prevent spread of the 
disease; to keep the doctors up to date 
on the results of research and new tech­ 
niques; to educate the public about TB, 
and to provide aids, information and 
service to patients and their families. 
Six per cent goes to state and national 
research; 5 per cent to the national TB 
association, and 4 per cent to the state 
association. 
We hope you will decorate all your 
Christmas cards and packages with TB 
seals and send in your contributions to 
carry on the association’s work.

WASHINGTON— The ques­ 
tion of how great or small a 
role the federal governm ent 
should play in Am erican life 
continues to drive a wedge 
betw een the Democratic and 
Republican parties. 
In its 1962 study of voting 
by individual congressm en on 
questions of federal govern­ 
m ent 
responsibilities, 
Con­ 
gressional 
Q uarterly 
found 
that Democrats supported a 
larger federal role twice as 
often 
as 
Republicans.

versely, Republicans support­

as often as Democrats. 
To provide a useful y ard ­ 
stick to m easure attitudes on 
the federal role, CQ exam in­ 
ed all 346 roll-call votes in 
1962 and selected eight each 
from the House and the Sen­ 
ate as key tests. 


MANY OF THE test votes 
touched on controversies over 
domestic policy that f o u n d 
Democrats pitted against Re­ 
publicans.
